NEW SPOTS FOUND ON” MOON. 


€ome Discoveries Are Announced by 
Prof. W. H. Pickering. 


Cambridge, Mass., August 25.—A tele- 
gram has been received here from Pro- 
fessor W. H. Pickering, who is at the 


Lowe observatory, California, attending 


to confirm the observation of the spot 
on the moon made him last month. 
He saw a hazy patch in the large lunar 
crater, Plato, which had not been de- 
tected before. It was again seen on 
August 2 and 3. It had then grown 
dark, measured about two inches in 
dameter and resembled a small crater. 
The object is said to coincide in posi- 
tion with a previously recorde@g crater, 
but is apparently larger. Renewed scru- 
tiny in the last few days reveals the 
continued existence of the feature, which 
now measure 3 miles across. Two other 
tiny craterets' and a dark spot, not pre- 
viously reported, also are announced by 
Pickering. 
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It ig announced in New York that 
Mr. Watson's campaign will be confined 
aimost entirely to the doubtful states.

The Delaware Situation. 

The report that the Addicks faction 
of Delaware republicanism has put out 
an independent state ticket, but has 
indorsed the Roosevelt and Fairbanks 
electors selected by the regular element 
at its convention, means that while the 
republican party of that state is still 
divided over state matters, the two fac- 
tlons are together in their support of 
the. national ticket. 

The Addicks and anti-Addicks factions 
have not failed to pujl together in na- 
tionaj elections, ita they get pit- 
ter enough in their fight for contro] of 
state offices, particularly for members 
of the legislature. Two years ago, Hen- 
ry A. Houston, a democrat, was elected 
a member of gongress from the state 
at large—Delaware has but one member 
—owing to this split. Byrne, the Ad- 
dicks candidate, and Ball, the anti-Ad- 
dicks leader, between them, had a to- 
tal of more than 20,000 voteg but Hous- 
ton ,polled 16,396, which was about 3,- 
500 more than the highest of his op- 
ponents. At the same election, the re- 
publicans elected their treasurer by 4,- 
153. McKinley carried the state in 1900 
by 3,671 and in 1896 by 3,630. 

That would seem to be about the nor- 
maj republican plurality when the fac- 
tions pull together. So it looks very 
much as if conditions which have pre- 
vailed in Delaware for six or eight yearg 
would continue. The republicans have 
not fused on the congressional nominee, 
This gives the democrats a chance to 
clect a democrat, unless, as has been 
suggested, the Addicks crawd will final- 
ly pull off the man they have nemi- 
nated for congress and give their indors- 


'ment to Horace G. Knowles, the nom- 


inee of the regular element. So far as 
electing a governor and state officials is 
the indications 4. that the 
democrats will have an excellent chance;

Increase in Taxable Values ts 
$26,122,000 Gross, 


Since Governor Terrell’s Inauguration 
the Tax Rate Has Been Reduced 
One Half Mill—Same Ex- 
penditures This 
Year. 


The state tax rate for the year 1904 
Was yesterday fixed at 4 8-!0 mills, a 
reduction of 2-10 mills from that of last 
year, and !-2 mill from the rate in force 


at the inauguration of Governor Ter- 
Tell. 


The fixing of the tax rate is placed by 
the law in the hands of the governor, 
comptroller general and the state treas- 
urer. This board met yesterday in the 
Office of the governor, deducted from 
the total appropriations the amount to 
come from the rental of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad and from special taxes 
and then figured the proportion bgt ween 
the balance of the appropriations and 
the total taxable property returned this 
year. This proportion was the tax rate— 
that is for every $1,000 of property $4.80 
must be paid in order to realize for the 
state an amount equal to the appropria- 
tions after the revenue from _ special 
sources has been deducted. 

The aggregate expenditures of the state 
will be about the same this year as 
they were last year—$4,02!1,324—but the 
aggregate taxable property has undergone 
a great increase. The aggregate taxable 
property, according to the 1903 returns, 
was $504,617,947, while this year the ag- 
gregate returns amounted to $530,734,947, 
a gain of $26,122,000. This includes 
the pyoperty of railroads and  quaisi 
public corporations, as well as the prop- 
erty of private individuals and corpora- 
tions that do not make their returns di- 
rectly to the comtroller general. 

The board considered all these figures 
and found by caloulaation that a rate of 
4 8-10 mills would bring to the state in 
revenue the sum of $2,157,55!1.87, or a 
little more than the amount needed to 
cover the appropriations for the year. 
The remainder of the appropriations will 
be met and paid with the funds arlsing 
out of the rental of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad and special taxes. 

According to law, however, specified 
portions of this rate are for specified 
purposes, as follows: 3 mills for the gen- 
eral fund, | 6-10 mills for the school 
fund and 2-10 mills for the sinking fund. 
Thus divided the rate will bring to the 
three funds respectively the sums of 
$1,529,219, $849,183 and $106,147. 

The fixing of the rate was largely a 
matter of arithmetic, but the friends of 
Governor Terrell feel gratified that in 
his term of office the rate hag been 
brought down a half cent on $i, or 50 
cents on every $1,000. 

The rate fixed yesterday applies only to 
the taxes to be collected for the year 
1904 and immediate notice will be given 
to the tax collectors of «very. county in 
the state, thé official order fixing the 
rate being as follows:
